On 4/21/75, an official of theT Argontin© Army 
Intelligence Service (SIE) provided the following information TJ) 

The SIS intercepted a letter dated 3/1S/75 from 
Peronist youth leader DARBO CABO to a female friend in Lima, Peru. 
The letter rambles on about the betrayal of the Peronist movement 
and notes that the Government is now in the hands of'‘Fascists' led 
by LOPEZ RUGA. CABO informs his female friend that he has switched 
from the Peronist University Youth ( JTJP) to the Peronist Youth (JP), 
and that he is much happier in the latter organisation and is work¬ 
ing to fora a new political front with former Buenos Aires Governor 
OSCAR BIDEGAIN as its leader,^ 

With regard to the visit of Secretary KISSINGER to 
Argentina, PARDO CABO wrote as follows ’.fiCA 

(U) 

"Probafolemente cuando venga KISSINGER a Argentina 
ese dia tratareaos de armar un buen despelote.” (Probably when 
KISSINGER comes to Argentina, we will try to set up a big 
disturbance on that day.) jy 

On 4/20/75, a ranking official in the Federal Police 
of Argentina Department of Federal Security provided the following 
information: (%) f . 

During the week of 4/14/75, the Minister of the 
Interior directed an order to all police departments in Argentina, 
both Federal and Provincial, that all JP regional leaders should 
be closely watched and if possible detained legally or extra- 
legally, until after the visit of Secretary KISSINGER, Source 
advised that the detention of DARED CABO and DANTE GVLLO by the 
Buenos Aires Provincial Police was in keeping with the Minister of 
Interior^ instructions.

BOMB LOCATED IN A FORD FALCON STATION WAGON PARKED IN FRONT 
OF A SIDE DOOR OF THE BRITISH EMBASSY RESIDENCE IN BUENOS 
AIRES DETONATED. 

THE BOMB KILLED AN FPA OFFICER STANDING APPROXIMATELY 30 
YARDS FROM THE BLAST AND SEVERELY WOUNDED A NIGHT WATCHMAN IN

On 5/3/75, I contacted Comisario General DEGASTALDI, 
Deputy Chief, Buenos Aires Provincial Police (BAPP), and Comisario 
Inspector OSVALDO DE BALDRICH, at the request of RSO GEORGE BECKETT, 
in order to ascertain whether the BAPP had recovered any information

indicating that CPO STAMER of the Defense 
targeted for kidnapping by the ERP.

It should be noted that STAMER’s guard on his residence, 
who is an employee of the Brown Security Agency, was informed by 
a neighbor, identified only as Mr. DURAN, who resides at Anchorena 
502, La Lucila, that the latter had been advised by two BAPP 
officers named ROSSI and OJEDA, whom DURAN employs at his factory 
in Vicente Lopez, as security guards; that papers were recovered 
from the bodies or body of terrorists killed in a shootout on 
4/26/75 in Munro, while apparently conducting a casing operation 
against a Sub-Comisario of the Federal Police of Argentina. 
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According to irformation provided by DURAN, which he 
obtained from ROSSI and OJEDA, among the papers recovered was a 
notation that a member of the "Yanqui" military mission resided 
at the corner of Anchorena and Castellano and apparently had been 
under observation for some terrorist act. The BAPP, 1st Precinct, 
in Vicente Lopez conducted initial investigation into the attempted 
assassination of the FPA Sub-Comisario, but once it had been estab¬ 
lished that this was a Federal crime, all evidence and information 
developed during the preliminary BAPP investigation was turned over 
to the FPA. 
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BECKETT advised that inquiry at the First Precinct of 
the BAPP and the FPA failed to develop any information indicating 
that STAMER’s identity or residence had been listed among documents 
recovered at the scene of the shootout on 4/26/75. 


BECKETT requested that I contact the BAPP Deputy Chief 
of Intelligence, in order to attempt to verify this information. 
When Ufa contacted^Deputy Chief DEGASTALDI and Chief of Intelligence 
DE BALDRICH, both appeared amazed that any information regarding 
the American Embassy or its personnel had been recovered after 
the 4/26/75 shootout. They promised to immediat ely cond uc-t—app-rop--' 
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riate inquiries and advise me as soon as any results had 
been obtained. , 


Deputy Chief DEGASradvised that the BAPP re.centjy, 
uncovered information linking a Police Comisario with the’* 
surnan^eV'ESTEL|jA" to the Montonero guerrilla organization. 
DEGAS>noted that ESTEL$A’s name had been picked up among 
various documents in a Montonero, command house located in 
Buenos Aires Province. DEGAS’pnoted that the BAPP had tentatively 
identified Comisario ESTELI4A as a retired FPA Comisario, who 
was in charge of security guards service program at the U. S. 
Embassy. DEGAS^^furted that Comisario ESTEL^A, who is employed 
by the Embassy has two other brothers, who also have the rank 
of Comisario, one of whom is employed by the BAPP and the 
other isia retired PPA Comisario. DEGASI^requested that the 
foregoing information be maintained on a confidential basis until 
it could definitely be established which of the ESTELBA brothers 
is the Montonero collaborator. 

During the evening of 5/3/75, I passed on the above 
information regarding Comisario ESTELJSA to RSO GEORGE BECKETT, 
who agreed not to take any action or disclose the information 
to any other individual until DEGASTALDI was able to positively 
establish the identity of the Montonero collaborator. 
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
